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OXFORD  COLLEGE. 

GENERAL   INFORMATION. 

OXFORD,  OHIO,  has  been  for  many  years  a  center  of  edu- 
cational incerests.  In  1849,  the  Rev.  John  W.  Scott,  D.  D., 
founded  Oxford  Female  Institute,  which  was  granted  its  charter 
and  became  Oxford  College  in  1856.  For  more  than  fifty  years 
therefore,  it  has  been  a  college  and  home  for  women,  and  has 
offered  with  each  new  decade  increased  advantages  and  a  curicu- 
lum  enlarged  and  strengthened  to  meet  the  demands  of  modern 
life. 

LOCATION. 

Oxford  is  in  Butler  County,  Ohio,  on  the  Cincinnati,  Hamil- 
ton &  Dayton  Railroad,  forty  miles  from  Cincinnati  and  eighty- 
five  miles  from  Indianapolis.  At  Hamilton,  fourteen  miles  distant, 
connection  is  made  with  the  Panhandle  and  with  the  Grand  Rapids 
and  Indiana  Railroads. 

Oxford  enjoys  rare  advantages  of  location.  Its  elevation  of 
nine  hundred  feet  above  the  sea  gives  it  fresh  breezes,  fine  nat- 
ural drainage  and  views  of  great  beauty.  As  the  seat  of  three 
Colleges,  its  social  and  intellectual  advantages  are  many, 
while  it  is  exempt  from  some  of  the  injurious  influences  of  large 
cities. 

The  College  is  three  blocks  from  the  station,  near  the  best 
residences  and  not  far  from  the  churches. 

THE  BUILDING 
is  a  beautiful  and  commodious  structure.  It  is  three  and  four 
stories  above  the  basement,  has  a  frontage  of  two  hundred  feet, 
and  is  one  hundred  and  eleven  feet  deep,  exclusive  of  porches, 
which  extend  about  three  sides  of  the  building.  These  are  con- 
venient for  exercise  in  all  weather  and  delightful  most  of  the 
year.  On  the  first  floor  are  the  parlors,  the  chapel,  a  large  and 
well-lighted  library,  six  recitation  rooms  and  offices.  There  are 
t\yo   rooms   for    teaching    physical   sciences,    with    laboratories 
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equipped  for  individual  work,  an  art  hall,  a  large  dining-room, 
a  calisthenic  hall,  many  music  rooms,  and  bed-rooms  for  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty  persons.  A  passenger  elevator  is  in  use 
twelve  hours  a  day.  The  whole  building  is  heated  by  steam  and 
lighted  by  electricity.

STUDENTS'    ROOMS. 

The  rooms  are  pleasant  and  convenient  and  nearly  all  are 
arranged  for  two  students  each.  The  windows  have  inside  shut- 
ters and  both  sashes  are  hung  with  weights.  Each  room  has  its 
closet  or  clothes  press  and  all  trunks  are  kept  in  the  trunk  room. 
Bedsteads  with  spring-bottom  and  mattresses  of  best  curled  hair, 
wardrobe,  bureau,  washstand  and  carpets  are  furnished  and  the 
students  may  bring  curtains,  hang  pictures,  and  adorn  their  rooms 
to  their  own  tastes.  There  are  bath  rooms  and  closets  within 
the  building.  The  only  fires  are  for  cooking  and  pumping,  the 
steam-heating  apparatus  and  the  laundry  being  in  separate  build- 
ings. Two  stairways  reach  the  third  floor,  and  there  are  fire- 
escapes  on  the  outside  both  front  and  rear. 

HEALTH. 

The  health  of  the  students  is  considered  of  primary  import- 
ance and  in  the  construction  of  the  building  this  end  has  been 
kept  in  view.  A  daily  walk,  and  physical  exercise  twice  a  week 
in  the  gymnastic  hall  is  required  of  every  student.  The  students 
retire  at  9:45  p.  m  and  the  rising  bell  rings  at  6:30  a.  m.,  these 
hours  affording  the  time  for  sleep,  so  necessary  for  good  mental 
work. 

A  trained  nurse  has  general  oversight  of  the  health  of  the 
students.  With  regular  exercise,  wholesome  food  and  healthful 
surroundings,  little  illness  occurs.  Students  who  have  entered 
in  good  health  have  seldom  failed  to  preserve  it,  and  cases  of  acute 
disease  have  been  exceedingly  rare.  Excellent  physicians  can 
be  called  by  telephone.  A  quiet  room  adjoining  that  of  the  nurse 
is  ready  it:  case  of  need  and  parents  will  be  promptly  and  fully 
advised  of  any  sickness. 

All  exercise  in  the  gymnasium  is  under  the  supervision  of  its 
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director,  a  graduate  of  the  Boston  School  of  Oratory.  She  lias 
found  after  years  of  experience  that  the  adaptation  of  the  three 
methods:  the  Swedish,  the  American  and  the  Del  sarte  accom- 
plish the  best  results.  The  advantage  of  this  choice  of  methods 
will  be  seen  when  parents  consider  how  different  are  the 
physiques  presented  in  an  average  class.  To  ascertain  the  de- 
fects which  need  correction,  and  to  avoid  overtaxing  any  student 
the  system  of  measurements  recommended  by  the  American 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Physical  Education  is  fol-  • 
lowed. 

Walking  clubs  among  the  pupils  are  encouraged.  A  fine 
tennis  court,  croquet  grounds  and  several  basket  ball  clubs  give 
opportunity  for  physical  training  and  for  recreation. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  College  offers  its  students  a  refined  Christian  home,  of 
which  the  President  has  personal  supervision.  Parents  are  in- 
vited to  write  freely  and  confidentially  to  her  of  all  matters  which 
concern  their  daughters,  and  by  so  doing  to  assist  in  her  plans 
for  their  welfare.  The  Dean  has  immediate  oversight  of  the 
students  and  both  by  direction  and  counsel  of  the  conduct  of  all 
pupils.  Teachers  rooming  in  every  corridor  see  that  order  is 
maintained.  Supervisors  of  practice  visit  every  practice  room  at 
each  period  and  make  report.  Every  student  when  admitted  to 
the  College  is  understood  to  promise  thereby,  compliance  with  all 
its  rules.  Parents  are  requested  not  to  encourage  their  daughters 
in  making  frequent  returns  to  their  homes.  Two  weeks  at 
Christmas  and  one  in  the  Spring  give  all  the  vacations  desirable 
during  the  school  year. 

THE  TABLE. 

The  table  is  always  supplied  with  an  abundance  of  the  best 
food  prepared  by  skillful  cooks  and  an  experienced  baker.  The 
woman  in  charge  of  the  dining-room  and  kitchen  has  been  at  her 
post  for  eighteen  years.  The  water  used  for  drinking  and  cook- 
ing is  from  the  city  water  works,  and  has  often  been  analyzed 
and  pronounced  wholesome  by  the  state  authorities.  No  food 
except  ripe  fruit  should  be  sent  to  students  from  home. 
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DRESS. 

Parents  will  consult  their  own  taste  and  convenience  on  this 
point,  but  the  judicious  parent  will  see  the  importance  of  dis- 
couraging extravagance  or  fondness  for  display.  All  students 
are  required  to  wear  on  the  street  the  Oxford  cap  and  gown. 
These  can  be  purchased  in  Oxford  at  a  small  cost. 

OUTFIT. 
Each  student  is  expected  to  bring  a  Bible  and  dictionary, 
a  good  umbrella,  one  pair  of  stout  shoes,  one  pair  of  overshoes 
for  walking,  two  sheets,  two  pillow  cases  for  pillow  thirty  inches 
by  twenty  inches  and  one  pair  of  blankets  for  her  own  bed, 
with  napkins,  napkin  ring  and  towels.  Every  article  should  be 
marked,  and  articles  to  be  washed  must  have  the  name  of  the 
owner  indelibly  marked  in  full.  Each  student  should  also  bring 
a  gymnasium  suit,  blouse  and  divided  skirt  of  navy  blue  serge 
and  gymnasium  shoes  of  canvas  or  kid,  a  knife,  fork  and  spoon 
for  her  own  room,  and  a  rubber  bottle  for  hot  water. 

SOCIAL  LIFE. 

Receptions  are  given  occasionally  when  teachers,  pupils  and 
guests  enjoy  the  pleasant  parlors  and  halls  and  the  large  library. 

The  College  is  unwilling  to  assume  entire  responsibility  for 
the  acquaintances  of  the  students.  Visitors  from  abroad  will 
therefore  be  introduced  to  the  President  by  letters  from  parents 
or  guardians.  The  young  ladies  will  receive  their  guests  in  the 
College  parlors,  and  students  are  not  allowed  to  take  friends  to 
their  private  rooms,  except  with  the  approval  of  the  Dean.  Calls 
must  not  interfere  with  College  duties.  Patrons  and  friends  are 
invited  to  visit  the  College  and  to  inspect  its  work,  but  protracted 
visits  are  not  allowed. 

RELIGIOUS  LIFE. 
Christian  principles  are  constantly  impressed  as  the  source 
of  right  living,  and  every  teacher  is  believed  to  hold  these  prin- 
ciples and  to  endeavor  in  her  own  life  to  exemplify  them.  Bible 
study  twice  a  week  is  assigned  to  every  pupil,  and  on  Sunday 
morning  the  International  Sunday  School  lesson  is  taught  by  the 
President.  A  morning  and  evening  service  in  the  chapel  is  con- 
ducted by  the  President,  or  in  her  absence,  by  the  Dean.     There 
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are  in  Oxford,  Methodist,  Presbyterian,  United  Presbyterian  and 
Episcopal  churches.  All  boarding  pupils  are  required  to  choose 
one  of  these  and  to  attend  that  church  in  company  with  teachers 
every  Sunday  morning.  A  reverent  observance  of  the  sacred 
day  is  required,  and  guests  are  expected  to  observe  the  regula- 
tions of  the  household  in  that  particular.  Visits  on  that  day  are 
not  permitted. 

COLLEGE  SOCIETIES. 

The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  holds  a  service 
every  Sunday  evening  in  the  College  Chapel.  Attendance  on 
these  meetings  is  voluntary.  They  are  led  by  the  students  them- 
selves, who  are  thus  in  a  simple  and  informal  way  trained  to 
assist  in  or  to  conduct  such  services.  A  class  for  the  more  intimate 
study  of  the  Bible,  and  one  for  the  careful  survey  of  the  mission 
field  has  been  opened  within  the  Association  during  the  past  year. 

Delegates  accompanied  by  a  teacher  attend  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Ohio  State  Association. 

The  Century  Club  is  open  to  Seniors  and  Juniors  only,  and 
is  affiliated  with  the  Federation  of  Woman's  Clubs  in  Ohio.  It 
is  of  genuine  value  in  forwarding  the  literary  and  social  interests 
of  the  students. 

The  Dramatic  Club  gives  entertainments  during  the  year, 
after  careful  preparation  by  Miss  Ostrander,  the  Director  of  the 
School  of  Expression. 

LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

The  handsome  library  and  reading  room  is  twenty-six  by 
forty-eight  feet  in  size  and  contains  between  two  and  three  thou- 
sand volumns.  It  is  arranged  according  to  the  Dewey  system, 
and  furnished  with  a  card  catalogue  by  author  and  title,  and  it  is 
always  open,  the  students  being  encouraged  thereby  to  acquire 
familiarity  with  good  books  as  a  part  of  their  education.  Through 
the  fund  provided  and  by  the  choice  of  a  committee  from  the 
Faculty  a  considerable  number  of  books  is  added  yearly.  Gifts 
for  the  library  during  the  past  year  are  gratefully  acknowledged. 
Chicago,  New  York  and  Cincinnati  newspapers  and  about  thirty 
periodicals  are  taken  for  the  reading  room. 

Students  have  access  also,  for  reference  and  consultation  to 
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the    library  and    the  geological    and    mineral   cabinets  of  Miami 
University. 

LECTURES,  MUSIC  RECITALS,  ETC. 

A  course  of  musical  recitals,  dramatic  entertainments  and 
lectures  by  men  and  women  of  national  and  frequently  of  inter- 
national reputation  is  given  in  our  chapel  each  year.  No  charge 
is  made  for  admission,  except  the  fee  in  the  first  term  bill. 

A  Union  Lyceum  Course  is  given  every  year  in  the  chapel 
of  Miami  University,  which  students  accompanied  by  teachers 
may  attend  at  very  moderate  charge.  The  President  gives  from 
time  to  time  familiar  addresses  on  current  subjects  of  interest  to 
the  students.  This  year  they  have  had  from  her  Character 
sketches  of  Contemporary  Sovereigns.  Other  members  of  the 
Faculty  give  addresses  in  their  special  field  of  study.

COLLEGE  COURSES. 

Three  courses  are  offered  for  the  choice  of  the  student,  the 
Classical,  the  Scientific  and  the  English,  leading  respectively  to 
the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science  and  Bache- 
lor of  Letters.  The  study  of  the  Bible  and  of  English  is  required 
throughout  the  course.  In  elective  studies  a  class  will  not  be 
formed  if  the  number  of  students  desiring  it  is  too  small. 

THE  PREPARATORY  COURSE. 

This  course  gives  four  years'    work   in  branches  which  pre- 
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pare  the  student  for  college  work  in  any  of  the  three  courses  she 
may  select.  Time  and  effort  are  saved  if  the  preparatory  work  be 
done  under  the  same  system  and  the  same  instructors  as  the 
advanced  work.

An  additional  charge  of  $15  per  semester  is  made  when  a 
student  occupies  a  room  alone,  but  every  student  must  take  a 
room-mate  if  need  be.  One  half  is  payable  at  the  opening  of 
each  semester,  and  includes  tuition  in  all  required  studies  (includ- 
ing English,  Latin,  Greek,  French  and  German)  board,  furnished 
room,  light,  heat,  and  the  washing  of  fifteen  plain  pieces  weekly. 
Extra  washing  is  charged  for  at  fixed  rates. 

There  are  two  semesters  in  the  collegiate  year,  beginning 
Sept.  17th  and  Feb.  1st.  No  student  is  accepted  for  less  than 
one  semester.

Those  who  take  optional  branches  only  will  not  be  charged 
for  tuition  in  the  regular  course. 

All  resident  students  pay  a  fee  of  $5  per  year  on  entrance 
for  keeping  up  the  library  and  reading  room,  for  a  seat  in  church 
and  for  lectures  and  recitals  in  the  chapel. 

Bills  for  optional  and  ornamental  branches  are  due  Novem- 
ber 15  and  April   15. 

Sheet  music  is  furnished  by  the  Director  of  Music  at  regular 
prices.  Text-books,  stationery,  drawing  instruments,  and  simi- 
lar articles  can  be  obtained  at  the  College  Depository  at  current 
prices. 

In  laboratory  courses  fees  are  charged  as  follows:  In  Physics, 
three  dollars;  Chemistry,  three  dollars;  Botany,  two  dollars; 
Zoology,   two  dollars. 

No  deduction  is  made  for  brief  absences  during  the  year. 

If  the  student  is  compelled  by  sickness  to  leave  the  College 
before  the  end  of  the  semester  for  which  she  entered,  a  deduction 
of  $6  per  week  will  be  made  after  formal  notice  is  given  by  her 
parent  or  guardian  that  she  has  relinquished  her  room.  As  en- 
gagements with  instructors  and  other  provisions  for  the  education 
of  students  are  made  by  the  College  for  the  entire  year  in  ad- 
vance, no  deduction  can  be  made  in  the  charge  for  tuition  for 
required  branches. 

Students  received  at  any  time  after  the  first  five  weeks  are 
charged  prorata  for  the  portion  of  the  year  remaining  at  the  date 
of  their  admission.  But  no  deduction  will  be  made  from  either 
the  regular  or  extra  charges  for  the  first  five  or  the  last  five 
weeks  of  the  semester,  or  should  a  student  be  sent  away  for  bad 
conduct. 

Applicants  for  admission  are  registered  on  receipt  of  $10, 
which  will  be  credited  on  their  first  term  bill.  Choice  of  rooms 
is  given  in  order  of  registry. 
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An  extra  charge  will  be  made  for  the  largest  rooms,  as  fol- 
lows, namely:  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  per  semester  for  each  student 
occupying  the  tower  rooms  and  five  dollars  ($5.00)  per  semester 
for  each  student  occupying  select  rooms. 

A  reduction  will  be  made  to  ministers  of  the  Gospel  for 
their  daughters.     Application  by  letter  or  in  person  is  invited. 

No  charge  is  made  for  the  ordinary  services  of  the  nurse, 
but  an  extra  charge  is  made  for  extra  services  and  for  meals  sent 
to  students'  rooms.  A  special  nurse  will  be  at  the  expense  of 
the  student  for  whom  she  is  employed. 

THE  OXFORD  COLLEGIAN. 

The  Oxford  Collegian  is  edited  by  a  committee  of  the  Faculty 
and  students.  It  is  in  its  fourteenth  volume  and  has  cultivated 
a  high  quality  of  literary  work.

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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION.

Every  candidate  should  present  a  certificate  from  her  last 
teacher.  For  this  purpose  a  blank  will  be  sent  on  application. 
On  this  a  full  report  should  be  made  of  all  branches  previously 
studied,  together  with  a  testimonial  as  to  the  pupil's  character. 
It  should  be  mailed  to  the  President  before  June,  if  possible  that 
the  student  may  be  classified  intelligently  and  without  haste. 
If  this  certificate  be  lacking,  other  satisfactory  evidence  of  fitness 
to  enter  college  must  be  furnished. 

Applicants  for  admission  will  be  received  on  certificate  from 
approved  schools  without  examination  except  as  follows:  namely, 

Before  beginning  the  study  of  Latin,  students  must  pass  a  sat- 
isfactory examination  in  English  Grammar.  This  examination 
will  embrace  a  working  knowledge  of  the  parts  of  speech  and 
their  use,  and  the  ability  to  analyze  intelligently  a  sentence  in- 
volving principal  and  subordinate  clauses. 

Before  entering  upon  the  study  of  Caesar  students  will  pass 
an  examination  in  Beginner's    Latin. 

Before  entering  upon  the  study  of  Rhetoric,  French  or  Ger- 
man students  will  pass  an  examination  in  English  Grammar  and 
before  taking  up  the  course  in  Literature  will  be  examined  in 
Rhetoric. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Junior  or  Senior  Class  must 
be  prepared  for  such  test  of  the  work  they  have  previously  done 
as  to  satisfy  the  Faculty  of  its  efficiency. 

Candidates  for  a  diploma  in  the  College  of  Music  or  the  Col- 
lege of  Oratory  will  be  required  upon  entrance  to  pass  an  examin- 
ation in  English  and  in  the  history  of  the  United  States. 

Tests  may  be  required  of  candidates  who  have  unsatisfactory 
certificates;  and  the  Faculty  reserve  the  right  to  examine  in  any 
instance  if  they  judge  it  to  be  necessary.

4.  History  of  England  (Montgomery).  From  the  Roman  invasion 
of  Britain  to  the  reign  of  (^ueen  Victoria.  Special  attention  given  to  the 
growth  of  English  constitutional  history;  the  Reformation  and  Revival  of 
Learning;  the  revolutions  of  the  17th  century;  the  Victoria  Era.  Four 
periods  a  week  through  the  second  semester.  Required  for  the  English 
course. 

5.  Eastern  nations  and  Greece  (Myers).  A  study  of  the  seven  great 
monarchies.  Recitations  and  required  reading.  Four  periods  a  week 
through  the  first  semester.     Required  for  all  courses. 

6.  Roman  History  (Myers).  Special  treatment  of  the  growth  of  the 
Roman  Imperial  System  and  the  Development  of  the  Roman  Law.  Study 
of  the  religious  and  literary  elements  of  Roman  life.  Three  periods  a 
week  through  the  second  semester.     Required   for  all  courses. 

7.  Mediaeval  History.  Thatcher's  Mediaeval  Europe.  This  course 
will  cover  the  history  of  Europe  from  350  to  1500.  Special  attention  being 
paid  to  the  rise  of  Germany  and  France.  Four  periods  a  week  through- 
out   second  semester.     Required  for  Freshmen  in  the  English  course. 

8.  Modern  European  History  (Schwill).  A  course  covering  the  his- 
torical development  of  Germany,  France,  Austria.

A  study 
of  the  origin  and  development  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  including 
comparisons  of  the  existing  political  institutions  of  America,  England  and 
France.  Two  periods  a  week  through  the  second  semester.  Required  for 
juniors  in  all  courses. 

10.  Political  Economy.  This  course  purposes  to  give  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  principles  of  the  science.  Assigned  readings  and  dis- 
cussions upon  some  social  and  economic  problems  of  the  present.  Three 
periods  a  week  through  the  first  semester.  Required  for  Juniors  in  all 
courses.

Four  periods  a  week  through 
the  second  semester.  Required  for  the  fourth  preparatory  in  the  Scientific 
and  English  courses. 

3.  Geology  (1)  Physiographic,  Dynamical,  Structural  and  Historical 
Geology  arc  studied,  supplemented  by  lectures  and  references  to  Le  Conte 
and  other  standard  geologists.  Maps,  cabinets  of  minerals,  structural 
specimens  and  fossils  used  for  illustrations.  (2).  Careful  study  of  the 
evolution  of  the  Earth  ami  its  inhabitants.  Three  periods  a  week  through 
the  first  semester.  Required  for  Freshmen  in  the  Scientific  and  English 
courses. 
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4.  Chemistry.  Fundamental  principles  of  general  chemistry  are  de 
ve loped  inductively  by  laboratory  work.  Important  properties  of  the 
elements  and  their  compounds  with  modes  of  preparation  are  studied. 
Experiments  by  the  students  in  the  laboratory.  Three  periods  a  week, 
that  is,  two  periods  of  recitation  and  two  consecutive  periods  of  laboratory 
work,  through  the  first  semester.     Required  of  Sophomores  in  all  courses. 

5.  Chemistry.  Lectures  and  text-book  work  in  the  metals  and  their 
group  relations,  leading  toward  systematic  qualitative  analysis.  Three 
periods  a  week  through  the  second  semester.  Required  of  Sophomores  in 
all  courses. 

6.  Zoology.   Dissection  and  classification  of  vertebrates.    Two  periods 
a  week  required  in  the  laboratory.     Four  periods   a  week  through  the  sec- 
ond  semester.     Elective  for  Juniors  in  Scientific  and  English  courses. 

7.  Physics.  Recitations,  lectures,  library  and  laboratory  work. 
Three  periods  a  week  through  the  first  semester,  devoted  to  General 
Physics,  fully  supplemented  with  lectures  and  experiments  in  Mechanics 
Heat  and  Sound.     Required  for  Seniors  in  all  courses. 

8.  Physics.  Three  periods  a  week  through  the  second  semester,  de- 
voted to  instruction  and  laboratory  work,  in  Light,  Electricity  and  Mag- 
netism.    Required  for  Seniors  in  all  classes. 

9.  Astronomy.  This  course  embraces  the  celestial  spheres  and  hea- 
venly bodies  together  with  the  laws  of  orbital  motion  and  history  of  mod- 
ern development  of  astronomy.  The  principles  of  spectoroscope  astronomy 
are  illustrated  in  the  laboratory.  Three  periods  a  week  in  the  first  se- 
mester.     Elective  for  Seniors. 
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COURSES  LEADING  TO  THE  A.  M.  DEGREE. 

These  are  open  to  candidates  who  have  taken  the  Bachelor's  degree 
in  this  or  some  other  college  of  equal  requirements.  They  must  elect 
from  the  following  schedule  five  full  or  equivolent  half  courses,  equal  to 
fifteen  periods  of  recitation  per  week  for  one  year.  These  must  he  credit- 
ably done  in  residence,  under  direction  of  the  President,  except  that 
graduates  of  this  college  may  apply  for  permission  to  study  in  absentia 
stating  the  circumstances.  A  thesis,  showing  original  and  advanced  work 
must  be  presented  by  May  first,  its  theme  having  been  approved  by  Janu- 
ary first  preceding  the  granting  of  the  degree  in  June.  This  will  be  re- 
tained and  may  be  printed  in  the  Collegian.

Oxford  College  has  become  widely  known  and  celebrated  for 
the  superiority  of  its  musical  department,  under  the  wise  and 
scholarly  direction  through  a  long  term  of  years  of  such  distin- 
guished musicians  as  Merz,  Malmeme,  Gantvoort  and  Hoffman. 
The  ability  of  its  present  director,  seconded  by  a  strong  faculty, 
gives  assurance  that  this  excellence  will  not  only  be  maintained 
but  enlarged  in  various  directions  to  meet  the  demands  of  an 
ever  increasing  musical  culture. 

Some  acquaintance  with,  and  skill  in  the  making  of  music, 
are  now  recognized  as  essentials  to  a  finished  education,  and  music 
study  in  its  various  branches  is  finding  an  equal  place  as  electives, 
with  other  studies  in  the  best  college  courses.  As  a  science  it 
opens  up  a  field  of  investigation  and  phenomena  most  wonderful 
and  practical;  its  history  is  exceptionally  rich  in  the  human  ele- 
ment; its  theory  and  technic  demand  the  highest  quality  of 
mental  and  physical  endeavor,  while  as  a  vehicle  for  expressing 
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the  sublimest  emotions  of  the  soul,  it  is  worth}-  of  the  thought 
and  study  of  the  best  minds. 

The  students  of  the  College  of  Music  are  divided  into  two 
general  classes,  regular  and  special  music  students.  Reg- 
ular students  are  those  taking  the  full  course  in  music;  spec- 
ial music  students  are  those  taking  one  or  more  studies,  but  less 
than  the  full  course. 

GRADUATION. 

The  full  course  in  music  is  arranged  with  a  view  of  giving 
thorough  and  complete  instruction  in  the  practice,  science  and 
history  of  music,  supplemented  by  such  other  studies  as  will  se- 
cure a  broad,  general  culture.  Graduating  courses  are  provided 
for  the  piano,  violin,  voice  and  organ.  The  requirements  for 
graduation  in  any  one  of  these  courses  are  as  follows: 

( i )  The  student  must  have  completed  the  work  as  required 
as  preparatory  to  the  English  course  (excepting  the  Latin)  either 
before  entering  or  while  in  college. 

(2)  Complete  one  of  the  courses  as  outlined  in  the  diagram. 

(3)  Perform  at  sight  a  composition  selected  by  the  director. 

(4)  Give  a  satisfactory  rendition  from  memory  of  a  compo- 
sition assigned  three  weeks  previous  to  the  examination  and  pre- 
pared without  assistance. 

(5)  Give  a  public  recital  of  six  or  more  suitable  composi- 
tions. 

SPECIAL. 
Students  desiring  to  take    lessons  in  instrumental  or  vocal 
music  may  begin  at  any  time.     Those  desiring  to  enter  classes 
in  Theory,  History,   Sight-Singing,  etc.,   should  apply  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  semester,  when  the  classes  are  formed. 

RECITALS. 
In  addition  to  the  public  recitals  which  will  be  given  at  in- 
tervals during  the  year,  there  will  be  a  student  recital  every  week 
at  which  all  students  will  have  opportunities  to  play  in  the  pres- 
ence of  others,  thus  acquiring  the  self-possession  to  any  one  who 
desires  to  play  successfully  in  public. 

CONCERTS. 
Several  concerts  of  high  merit  are  given  in    Oxford    every 
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season  by  artists  of  national  reputation.  Students  also  have  op- 
portunities to  attend  concerts  in  Cincinnati  at  very  moderate 
expense. 

PIANOFORTE. 
As  no  two  music   students   master  the  work  prescribed  for 
any  one  grade  in  the  same  time,  it  is  impossible  to  tell  exactly  how 
long  a  student  will  be  continued  in  any  one   grade.     It  may  be 
more  or  less  than  one  year.

This  course  includes  the  most  approved  method  lor  "Voice- 
Placing"  and  "Tone-Production;"  even  quality,  unbroken 
range,  control  of  breath,  and  offers  careful  instruction  regarding 
Interpretation;  Diction  and  Style  in  the  use  of  songs  suitable  for 
drawing-room,  church,  and  concert  stage.  The  student  is  taught 
the  principle  of  evolving  his  own  voice  through  the  recognition 
of  the  power  of  thought,  and  the  necessity  of  realizing  the  person- 
al element  in  himself  as  the  means  of  acquiring  an  individual 
style  of  expression. 

This  course  is  divided  into  three  grades:  elementary,  inter- 
mediate, and  advanced.

Piano  stu- 
dents of  the  Junior  and  Senior  grades  are  formed  into  classes  and 
given  the  arrangement  of  the  best  orchestral  and  chamber  music, 
thus  enabling  them  to  become  acquainted  with  a  wide  range  of 
composition  not  available  to  the  solitary  student.  Also  the  drill 
in  sight-reading,  rhythm,  and  all  those  elements  which  go  to 
make  up  "ensemble"  playing,  is  especially  valuable.  The  College 
has  a  large  library  of  music  for  this  work. 

PRACTICE. 

Piano  students  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  grades  are  expect- 
ed to  practice  three  hours  per  day.

Emma  L.  Ostrander  was  a  pupil  of  the  Boston  School  of 
Oratory  under  Moses  True  Brown  and  Clara  Power  Edgerly,  and 
was  graduated  from  this  school  in  eighteen  hundred  ninety-two 
with  the  highest  honors.  She  has  studied  privately  with  some 
of  the  best  elocution  teachers  in  the  country,  and  has  taught  elo- 
cution for  nine  years,  five  years  of  this  time  in   Oxford  College. 

It  is  the  design  of  the  Department  of  Oratory  to  teach  the 
dignity  and  worth  of  the  art  of  expression.  We  desire  to  make 
habitual  a  simple  but  natural  technique  as  a  means  to  evolve  the 
adequate  expression  of  the  whole  being. 

In  Literature  we  purpose  to  give  real  and  not  superficial 
culture  and  to  send  our  pupils  forth  so  trained  as  to  be  capable  of 
analyzing  and  expressing  the  beauties  and  best  thoughts  of  the 
language. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

Students  must  be  qualified  to  enter  the  freshman  class  in  the 
English  course  before  they  can  be  admitted  to  the  freshman 
class  in  the  Elocution  course  and  having  completed  the  freshman 
and  sophomore  years  of  the  Elocution  course  will  receive  a  certifi- 
cate. Students  who  have  completed  the  sophomore  year  of  the 
English  course  or  the  sophomore  year  of  the  Elocution  course  may 
be  admitted  to  the  junior  year  of  the  Elocution  course,  and  hav- 
ing completed  the  work  of  the  junior  and  Senior  years  in  that 
course  will  receive  a  diploma.

A  special  feature  of  the  work  in  Elocution  is  the  large  num- 
ber of  recitals  that  are  given,  affording  the  pupils  needed  oppor- 
tunities of  appearing  in  public.  In  addition  to  these,  plays  are 
presented  during  the  year  by  the  Dramatic  Club. 

A  graduate  from  the  full  course  in  Elocution  will  be  admitted 
without  examination  into  the  senior  class  of  the  Boston  School 
of  Expression  and  to  the  Greely  School  of  Dramatic  Art,  Boston. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  ART. 

The  home  of  the  Art  Department  is  a  fine,  large  studio  on 
the  fourth  floor,  designed  and  built  expressly  for  the  pursuit  of 
the  work,  for  the  greatest  convenience  of  students  in  the  various 
departments.  There  is  a  fine  selection  of  casts  from  the  antique 
and  pupils  are  instructed  in  drawing  from  cast,  still-life  and  life; 
while  those  who  select  either  oil  or  water-color  work  may  rest 
assured  that  they  are  pursuing  the  latest  methods  of  our  large 
art  schools. 

The  broad  culture  of  the  age  demands  some  knowledge  of 
the  various  schools  of  painting,  as  well  as  an  acquaintance 
through  their  works,  with  famous  artists.  With  this  in  mind,  there 
are  frequent  lectures  on  art  and  its  history.  There  is  a  constant 
endeavor  to  make  the  artistic  influence  of  the  studio  felt  through- 
out the  school.  The  studio  is  constantly  kept  in  touch  through 
art  publications  and  otherwise,  writh  the  best  works  and  workers 
of  our  day. 

A  very  interesting  department  has  recently  been  installed  in 
the  College  of  Art.     It  is  that  of  portraiture,  tapestry  painting,  etc. 

Technical  instruction  is  given  in  Drawing  and  Painting  in 
Oil  and  Water  Colors. 

The  work  is  graded  into  the  following  classes:

COURSE  IN  DECORATIVE  ART. 

This  course  includes  work  in  china  painting-  and  wood-carv 
ing.  A  large  class  is  devoted  to  china  decoration,  and  there  is  a 
studio  kiln  for  firing  the  china. 

All  work  done  in  the  College  of  Art  must  remain  until  the 
end  of  the  year,  to  be  displayed  at  the  annual  Art  Reception.
